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HE following Pedigree has been compiled by me from evidences derived from 
Family Deeds, Parish Registers, Wills, Monumental Inscriptions, and infor- 
mation supplied by relatives, all of which data are recorded in my ‘‘ Monograph 

of the Family,” contained in Three Volumes, commenced in 1872, and continued 
to the present date (1898), comprising an immense collection of Genealogical and 
Biographical Information connected with the Family which is far too voluminous to 
admit of its inclusion in this Pedigree. 


This Family of Parker was settled in Charlton in the Parish of Henbury, 
near Bristol, Gloucestershire, from the year 1543 and possibly earlier. They held 
Lands in this parish for many years. 


The first of the name on record is RicHarp ParKER who was buried at 
Henbury in 1543. Some members of the Family removed at a later date to Clifton 
and Bristol. 


In the year 1691 The Reverend Epwarp Parker, B.A., became the Vicar 
of the Parish of Bitton, Gloucestershire, having previously held the Curacy of the 
same parish. 


As appears hereafter he married for his first Wife ALicE Serpe, the only 
child and heiress of Edward Seede, second son of Brice Seede, of Upton Cheyney 
Manor and Martha... . his wife, through whom he acquired a considerable 
Estate in Upton Cheyney. 


He resided and died in Seede’s Manor House. 


The Parker Family have resided upon their Estate in Upton Cheyney, in 
direct descent from this marriage down to the present year (1898), their residence 
being called Upton House. This Mansion, together with sixty acres of Meadow 
and Pasture Land, was purchased by Mr. Edward Parker, son of Rev. Edward 
Parker, Vicar of Bitton, on the 8th May, 1701, and he made this his residence, 
occupying as it does a more desirable situation than the Seede’s Manor House. 
This property was a portion of the Manor of West Hanham, also called Hanham 
Abbots.

‘Edward Parker of Charlton, inthe parish of Henbury, in the County of Gloucester, 
Gent.”’ He mentions—‘t Mary Parker and Anne Parker my daughters.” ‘ My 
Kinsman, Edward Lovering.” ‘Mary, my loving Wife.” ‘Do hereby make 
Mary my beloved Wife sole-Executrix of this my last Will and testament.” He 
appoints Samuel Astry, Esquire, of Henbury, and Henry Stoakes, Gent., of the 
same place, Overseers of his Will and Guardians of his daughters during their 


minority. He married Joane...... for his first Wife. ‘‘Joane the Wyfe of 
Edward Parker, of Charlton, was buprey in ye Church Henbury the month of 
Aprill 1665.” (Henbury Register.) His second wife was Mary ...... men- 


tioned in his Will. 
He had no issue by his First Wife Joane. 


By his Second Wife Mary he had the following— 
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8. (a) Mary Parker mentioned in her Father’s Will. 
9. (>) Anne Parker, mentioned in her Father’s Will. 


10. (c) Edward Parker.—‘‘ Edward sonne of Edward Parker and of Mary his wife 
was baptise3 October the first, 1667.”

(2) Richard Parker.—‘‘ Richard the sonne of William Parker was bapt¥. the 
25th daye of August 1616.” (Henbury Register.)

‘William 
Mattock.” ‘ William Parker.” ‘‘ Edward.” ‘ Charles” and “John Mattock 
whome [ joyn with my wife and make my sole and whole executors of this my 
last Will and Testament.” He married Alice Mattock of Henbury. ‘‘ Edwarde 
Parker and Alice Mattock were wettey ye xxi. day of January, 1618.” (Henbury 
Register.)

18. 4 Susan Parker.—‘‘ Susan the daughter of Rychard Parker bapt. the 30 daye of 
September, 1593." (Henbury Register.) 


Edward Parker and Alice Mattock had issue as follows. 


iv. 19. x Richard Parker.—« Rychard the sonne of Edward Parker was baptisey the 15th 
day of June, 1620.”". (Henbury Register). Extracts from Alumni Oxonienses by 
Joseph Foster page 1115 for the years 1500 to 1714. ‘‘ Parker Richard son of 
Edward of Charlton, Co. Gloucester, Pleb. Gloucester Hall Matric: 31st March, 
1637. Aged 16; B.A. 22, March 1640-1; perhaps Rector of Cricksea, Co. Essex. 
(Foster’s Index Ecclesiasticus).” In a Lease dated 19th October, 1677, between 
Sir Ralph Sadler, and the said Richard Parker he is described as Richard Parker, 
of Clifton, in the County of Gloucester, Gent. In another Lease dated 12th 
March, 1648, between William Mattock of Charleton, in the parish of Henbury, 
in the County of Gloucester, and the said Richard Parker, he is described as. 
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Richard Parker, of the pishe of Clifton, in the Countie aforesaid, Clerke, in both 
the last named Deeds is recited an Indenture dated 11 April, 1634, in which are 
mentioned Richard Parker, Alice Parker, Susan Parker, the sonne and daughters 
of Edward Parker, late of Charlton aforesaid, deceased. The following persons 
are mentioned in a lease dated 3rd February, 1632. ‘‘ Between Alice Parker, of 
Charleton, County Gloucester, Widdow, and William Mattock, John Mattock, 
of the parish of Henbury, in the same County, Yeomen, Edward Parker and 
Richard Parker, sonnes of the same Alice.” He martiey Mary. ...... Ina 
Lease of Lands in Stoke, in the parish of Henbury, in the County of Gloucester, 
granted by Sir Ralph Sadier to her Husband Richard Parker, and dated 2 
October, 1657, is the following—‘‘If Mary the now Wife of the said Richard 
Parker and Edward his sonne or either of them shall so longe live.”

20. 2 Ann Parker.—‘‘Ann the daughter of Edward Parker was bapt. May 8th, 
1622.” (Henbury Register.) She evidently died young as she is not mentioned 
in any deed dated 1364 with her sisters, but she is mentioned in her Father’s 
Will dated 30 July, 1627, ‘‘ To my daughter Anne Parker.” 


21. 3 Alice Parker.—‘‘ Alice the daughter of Edward Parker was bapv. January 29the 
1623.’ (Henbury Register.) She is mentioned in a Lease dated 1634; also in 
her Father's Will dated 30 July, 1627. ‘‘ Unto my daughter Alice Parker.” 


22. 4 Susannah Parker.—‘‘ Susannah daughter of Edward Parker was bapy. February 
the 18th, 1626.” (Henbury Register.) Mentioned in the Lease dated 11 April, 
1634, ‘“‘If Richard Parker, Alice Parker and Susan Parker sonne and daughters 
of Edward Parker, late of Charleton aforesaid, deceased.” Extract from a Lease 
dated 1g October, 1677, in which the 1634 Lease is recited, is the following —“ If 
hee the said Richard Parker and Edward Parker his sonne and the said Susan 


now the fife of Thomas Loveringe the younger of Charlton aforesaid.” Her 
Father in his Will dated 30 July, 1627, mentions—‘‘ Unto my daughter Susanna 
Parker.” 


No issue known. 


23. 5 Edward Parker.—‘‘ Edward the sonne of Edward Parker deceased was bapt. 
Aprill the 6th, 1628.” (Henbury Register.) He is mentioned in an Assignment 
dated 3rd February, 1632, made ‘ between Alice Parker of Charleton in the 
Countie of Gloucr., Widdow of the one pte. and William Mattock and John 
Mattock of the pishe of Hunburye in the same Countie, Yeomen, Edward 
Parker and Richard Parker, sonnes of the same Alice of the other pte.” 


Richard Parker and Mary his Wife had issue as follows. 


V. 24, 1 Edward Parker,—asorn about the year 1652. Mentioned in the Lease dated 
and October, 1657, as follows—‘ If Mary the now Wife of the said Richard 
Parker and Edward his sonne or either of them shall so longe live.” Apparently 
Edward was the only son as no other son is mentioned in the Lease. (Extracts 
from Foster’s Alumni-Oxonienses, 1500 to 1714, page 1113).—‘‘ Edward son of 
Richard Parker of Clifton, County Gloucester. Pleb. Gloucester Hall. Matric: 
16 July, 1669, aged 17. B.A. 1673. Rector of Rowberrow, Somerset, 1677, 
and Vicar of Bitton, County Gloucester, 1691.” ‘‘(Foster’s Index Ecclesiasticus. )” 
Letters testimonial granted by the Principal, Vice-Principal and Master of Arts 
of Gloucester Hall, dated 17 April, 1673. Admitted into the Holy Orders of 
Deacon 21 September, 1673. Admitted into the Holy Orders of Priest 1 August, 
1675. Admitted to the Curacy of Bedminster 17 April, 1673. Instituted to the 
Rectory of Rowberrow 2 July, 1677. Faculty to preach in any Church in the 
Diocese of Bath and Wells, dated 2 July, 1677. Licensed to the Curacy of the 
Parish Church of Bitton, Gloucestershire, dated 29 August, 1687. Instituted to 
the Vicarage of Bitton, Gloucestershire, g November, 1091. He died in Seede’s 
Manor House, Upton Cheyney, Bitton, and was buried in his own Vault in 
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Bitton Church 8 April, 1714. ‘April ye 8, 1714, Mr. Edward Parker was 
buriey.”” (Bitton Register.) Administration of his goods and effects was granted 
to his Son and Heir, Edward Parker, by commission issued from the Prerogative 
Court of Canterbury, 22 April, 1714. He married for his first fife Alice Seede 
only child and heiress of Edward Seede of Hankerton in the County of Wilts 
and Alice Gagg his wife. The marriage settlement of Edward Seede and Alice 
Gagg is dated 10 March, 1656, and they were married in Bitton Church, 11 
April, 1657. (Bitton Register.) In his marriage settlement he is described as 
Edward Seede, Gent., the sonne of Brice Seede. From the same document— 
‘“‘ Brice Seede, of Upton Cheyney, otherwise Upton Chenew, within the pish of 
Bitton in the County of Gloucr., Gent. (sonne and heire of Edward Seede, 


Gent., deceased.)”” From the marriage settlement .of Edward Parker and 
Elizabeth Rosewell, the son of Edward Parker and Alice Seede is the following 
extract—‘‘4 June, 1702.” ‘‘ Between Edward Parker the elder, of Upton 


Cheyney, otherwise Upton Chenew, within the parish of Bitton, in the County of 
Gloucr., Clerke, and Edward Parker the younger, Gent., sonne and heire apparent 
of the said Edward Parker, the elder, by Alice his late wife who was sole daughter 
and heire of Edward Seede, Gent., deceased, who was sonne and P®eite of Brice 
Seede, Gent., also deceased.” ‘‘ Alice Seede the daughter of Mrs. Seede, 
widdow, was baptiszey in Bitton Church 6th April, 1658.’’ (Bitton Register.) 
‘‘ December ye 23, 1691, Alice ye wife of Mr. Edward Parker buriev.” (Bitton 
Register.) Mrs. Parker died at Seede’s Manor House and was buried in the 
Family Vault in Bitton Church. Refer to the Seede Pedigree. 


Their issue follows commencing No. 26. 


The Reverend Edward Parker married 4 May, 1693, in the Parish Church 
of Syston, Gloucestershire (Syston Register) for his second fife Mary Tyler relict 
of John Tyler, and relict of John Sheppard and daughter of William and Tacy 
Turner, she died at Upton Cheyney and was buried in the Family Vault in 
Bitton Church. ‘‘ March ye 13, 1702, Mary ye wife of Edward Parker, Gent., 
was buviey.”’ (Bitton Register.) Extracts from a Deed dated 30 October, 1696, 
relating to property in Bristol in which the above named Mary Parker was 
interested. ‘‘ And for want of such child or children (should be enjoyed) by the 
said Edward Parker for soe long of the terme as hee should live and after his 
decease by Mary Parker and Ruth Parker his daughters by a former wife 
equally.”” From another Deed dated 10 March, 1702-3, ‘‘ The said Mary Parker 
(having no child) makes her Will in writing.” In a Will made by her 28 July, 
1698, but not proved as she made a final Will as stated 10 March, 1702-3, she 
mentions, ‘‘I, Mary Parker, Wife of Edward Parker, of the parish of Bitton, 
in the County of Gloucester, Clerke.” (Extracts) ‘‘ Indenture tripartite 
bearing date the 2nd day of May, which was in the year of our Lord God one 
thousand six hundred and ninety-three made or expressed to be made between 


mee by the name of Mary Tyler, of the City of Bristol, widow.” ‘By 
my son-in-law, Edward Parker.” ‘By my sister Frances Lewis, wife of 
William Lewis in the City of Bristol.” ‘ By my sister-in-lawe, Elizabeth 
Jackson, now the wife of Miles Jackson, of the City of Bristol, Merchant.” ‘To 
my said Husband's son-in-law, Edward Hollister and Mary his wife.” ‘To 
my cousin, the aforesaid George Irish and to Elizabeth his now wife.” ‘“ To my 
cousin, Penelope Philpot.” ‘To my Cousin Mary Evans.” ‘To Patience 


Sheppard and Flower Sheppard.” ‘‘ The two youngest daughters of my brother- 
in-lawe, Henry Sheppard, of Weeke St. Lawrence,’ “My Grandfather 
Turner’s Picture.” ‘ Between my daughters-in-lawe, the said Mary, now the 
wife of the said Edward Hollister and Ruth Parker.” Tacy Turner in her Will 
dated 20 July, 1692, mentions—‘‘ My daughter Mary Tyler, of the City of 
Bristol, Widowe ...... sole executrix.”’ 


William Turner in his Will dated 11 November, 1688, mentions—‘‘ My 
lovinge wife Tacy Turner...... sole executrix.” 
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John Sheppard in his Will dated 12 July, 1683, mentions—“ My loving wife, 
Mary Sheppard....... executrix.” 


Extract from an Indenture dated 13th September, 1683—‘‘ Between Mary 
Sheppard, ot the City of Bristol, widowe, executrix of the last Will and testament 
of John Sheppard her late husband, deceased.” Extract from an Indenture 
dated 31 January, 1689—“ John Tyler in consideration of his intended marriage 
with Mary Sheppard, widow.” Extract from an Indenture dated 1 July, 1706. 
‘“‘ Between Edward Parker, of Upton Cheyney, in the parish of Bitton, in the 


County of Gloucester, Clerke.” ‘‘ Whereas Mary Parker, deceased, late wife of 
the said Edward Parker, being executrix of the last Will and testament of her 
late Mother, Tacy Turner.” ‘‘ Whereas the said Mary Parker after her making 


her said Will did afterwards the same roth day of March, One thousand seven 
hundred and two dye and depart this life.” Her Will dated roth March, 1702-3, 
was proved by her Husband Edward Parker, sole executor in the P.C.C., 
London, 17 April, 1703. Extracts taken from her Will—‘‘ I Mary Parker wife 
of Edward Parker, of Bitton, Co. Gloucester, Clerke.” ‘‘ My cousin Penelope 
Philpot.” ‘My cousin Benjamin Turner of Bristol.” ‘The children of my 
cousin Thomas Stretton and Mary his wife.” ‘‘ My cousin George Sheppard.” 
‘* My cousin Anna Plomer daughter of Charles Plomer of Bristol.” ‘‘ My brother- 
in-law William Lewis of Bristol.” ‘‘ My cousin Hine of Bristol, and to my 
cousin George Irish of Bristol, and Elizabeth his wife.” ‘ My said husband 
Edward Parker sole executor.” 


Mary Parker had no issue. 


25. 2 Jane Parker, living in Upton Cheyney, Bitton, Gloucestershire in 1714. She 
was buried in the parish Churchyard, Clifton, Gloucestershire. ‘‘ Jane Parker, 
spinster of Bitton, in Gloucestershire, was buviey April 12, 1727.” (Clifton 
Register). Ina Will executed by her 2 April, 1714, which does not appear to have 
been proved as it is still amongst the Family Records, are the following—“ I 
Jane Parker, of Upton Cheyney, in the parish of Bitton, in the County of 
Gloucester, single woman.” ‘I give and bequeath unto my brother Edward 
Parker.” ‘Unto Elizabeth Parker, now wife of my kinsman Edward Parker.” 
‘*Unto my kinsman, Edward Parker, son of my said brother Edward Parker.” 
‘* Unto my kinswoman Ruth Parker, youngest daughter of my said brother Edward 
Parker.” ‘‘ Unto my kinsman Edward Hollister.” ‘And I dce make constitute 
and appoint Mary Hollister aforesaid, now wife of Edward Hollister, full and sole 
executrix of this my last Will and testament.” 


Edward Parker and Alice Seede had issue as follows— 


vi. 26. x Kdward Parker —Memorandum in the hand writing of the Reverend Edward 
Parker his father. ‘‘ Edward was bome ye toth Aprill, 1674.” In the same hand 
writing—‘‘ Edward Parker baptizey October 25, 1677.” His marriage settlement 
is dated 4 June, 1702.” ‘June ye 18th, 1702, Edward Parker was mattiey to 
Elizabeth Rosewell.” (Bitton Register). 8th May, 1701, he purchased the 
Mansion House together with Sixty Acres of Meadow and Pasture Land trom 
Arthur Lacey, which was a portion of the Manor of West Hanham, otherwise 
Hanham Abbots in Bitton Parish. This Mansion House in which he resided 
has been adopted by the Family as their Residence for the whole Estate in 
Upton Cheyney to the present year (1898) being occupied at the present time 
by the Reverend Canon Charles Joseph Parker and Family. The House is 
called ‘‘Upton House.” In an Indenture dated 31 August, 1733, he is 
described as Edward Parker the elder, of Upton Cheyney in the said parish of 
Bitton, Gent. An order for him to provide a Trained Horseman and Arms to 
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serve in the Militia in the County of Gloucester, is dated 18 May, 1716. He 
died at Upton House and was buried in the Family Vault in Bitton Church. 
“ July 18, 1752, Edward Parker buried.” (Bitton Register). His Will is dated 
17 July, 1748, and probate was granted in the P.C.C., London, 20 November, 
1753, to his son and heir Joseph Parker. Extracts from his Will—‘‘ 1 Edward 
Parker, of Upton Cheyney, in the parish of Bitton, in the County of Gloucester, 
Gentleman.” ‘Unto my grand-daughter Elizabeth Parker.” ‘‘ Unto my 
grand-daughter Mary Parker.” ‘‘ Unto my son Richard Parker.” ‘To my 
son Joseph Parker.” ‘‘ Tomy daughter-in-law Mary Parker.” ‘To my grand- 
son Edward Parker.” 


He married Elizabeth Rosewell, daughter and co-heiress with her sister 
Susannah (Yerbury) of Joseph Rosewell and Joan Fisher, of Bitton, Gloucester- 
shire. Their marriage settlement is dated 21 April, 1681. ‘‘ Elizabeth ye 
daughter of Joseph and Joan Rosewell baptt. February 23, 1681.” (Bitton 
Register.) Extract from the Rosewell Family Bible, now in the possession of the 
Reverend Canon Charles Joseph Parker. ‘‘ Elizabeth Rosewell born February 
ye 23 1681.” She was buried in the Family Vault in Bitton Church. “ July 
19 1736 Elizabeth Parker buried.” (Bitton Register.) Joan Rosewell her 
mother executed a Will dated 18th November, 1721, the following are extracts 
taken from it—‘‘I Joan Rosewell of the parish of Bitton in the County of 
Gloucester, Widow.” ‘‘Unto my grandson Edward Parker.” ‘‘ Unto my 
grandson Richard Parker.” ‘‘ Unto my grandson Joseph Parker.” ‘To the 
right heirs of my son Walter Fisher.” ‘‘My daughter Susannah Yerbury and 
her husband William Yerbury.” ‘‘ My said son Walter Fisher and Mary his 
wife.” ‘* Unto each of their nine children one piece of old Gold of three 
and twenty shillings a piece.” ‘My grandson Walter Fisher.” ‘My 
grandson John Fisher.” ‘‘My grand-daughter Rachael Pearce.” ‘‘ My 
grand-daughter Elizabeth Fisher.” ‘‘My grand-daughter Mary Fisher.” 
‘“‘My grand-daughter Susannah Fisher.” ‘‘ My grandson Thomas Yerbury.” 
“My grandson Joseph Parker.” ‘His sister Elizabeth Parker.” ‘‘ My 
daughter Elizabeth Parker.” ‘My grand-daughter Elizabeth Parker.” 
‘* My sons-in-law Edward Parker and William Yerbury.” ‘Each of their 
wives Elizabeth Parker and Susannah Yerbury.” This Will was not proved 
as she executed another dated 16 April, 1733, of which she appointed 
her son-in-law Edward Parker sole executor, to whom probate was granted in 
the Gloucester District Registry, 15 July, 1735.

(From Perrott Family Records— 
this by John Stanford Perrott the father, and John Stanford Perrott her 


brother) ‘‘ Daughter Ccecilia was born August ye 26 1742.” ‘‘ My sister 
Parker died 9 December 1777, aged 35.” (From Bitton Register) ‘‘ December 
11th, 1777, Cecalia Parker buriey."”. (Monumental Inscription in Bitton Church) 


“Cecelia, wife of William Parker, and daughter of I. S. and F. Perrott died 
g December 1777, aged 35 years.” For Ceecilia Perrott, wife of William 
Parker, refer to Perrott and Jason Pedigrees. 


Mr. William Parker kept a pack of hounds at his residence at Upton House,. 
Upton Cheyney. The Kennels originally stood where the pond was for many 
years afterwards, in the south-east corner of the lower orchard. He used to 
hunt the neighbourhood, and he frequently held a meet at his residence when 
he entertained his friends with the usual Hunt Breakfast. 


The following narrative was dictated to me by my aunt, my Father’s Sister, 
Miss Cecelia Parker, in January, 1872, in connection with which she signed the 
statement which follows at the foot in my presence—‘‘ About the year 1780 a 
Gentleman by the name of Higgins came with a sister to reside at Winterbourne, 
near Bristol, and soon became acquainted with most of the Families in the 
neighbourhood. He was fond of hunting and through that he often visited 
my Grandfather William Parker, of Upton Cheyney, who kept a pack of 
Hounds. Higgins was only remarkable as a bold rider, and having the finest 
horse in the field—a black one. He used to go from his home twice a year to 
receive his rents. One morning when he was known to have returned from one 
of these absences he was expected to join some sportsmen at Upton at break- 
fast previous to a day’s Hunting; when wondering at his being late another 
gentleman entered exclaiming—‘t Have you heard of HigginsP” and then 
gave the startling news that Higgins had turned out a Highway-man, and to 
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ccolle& his rents he went to Hounslow Heath, near London (a most dangerous 
place for travellers in those days) and robbed until he had sufficient to return 
home and play Gentleman again. This time he shot a man. He was traced 
home, taken into custody, and afterwards hanged for the murder. Of course 
this event led to talking over all the little incidents that had occurred during 
their intercourse, and all recollected the circumstance of my Grandfather when 
returning home one night meeting a person on horse-back in a lonely part of the 
road between Bitton and Bath (in those days it was necessary to carry some 
weapon of defence, and he rode with a heavy handle hunting whip). On seeing 
this man coming on the wrong side he exclaimed—‘‘ Keep your own side fellow 
or I’ll knock your brains out,”—and the man galloped off. In relating this 
when it occurred William Parker said—‘‘ There was sufficient moonlight for me 
to see it was a fine Bay Horse, and he sat it as well as Higgins does.” It was 
afterwards found he had two false skins to cover his horse in change at night. 
Once when staying at Upton House and occupying the Yellow Room (as his 
bed-room) where a large Plate Chest stood at the bottom of the bed a servant 
opened the door unexpectedly and found Higgins examining the lock of the 
chest. He seemed confused and made some trifling explanation.” 


“The above is the tale my Father, Joseph Parker, Esquire, has often 
related to me, and I have talked of it to an old servant (Patty Thompson, who 
died 21 January, 1854, at Pucklechurch, Gloucestershire, in her g2nd year), 
who was living at Upton House, of course a young one at that time.”

Mrs. Gaskell in her ‘‘ Cranford and other tales,” published by Smith, 
Elder & Co., 15, Waterloo Place, London, 1890, gives an account of this man 
Higgins, whom she calls Mr. Robinson Higgins in the Tale entitled ‘‘ The 
Squire’s Story,” pages 173 to 188. She states that in the year 1769 he 
occupied the White House in the little Town of Barford, Derbyshire. Her 
account of the murder for which he was hanged differs from the above narrative. 
The account given in the Squire’s story is that he visited the House of an Old 
Woman living in Bath on a Sunday evening in search of her money which he 
had heard she had hoarded up. He killed her as she was sitting reading her Bible 
by her own fire-side by cutting her throat. The story further relates that 
before going to his horrid work he tapped a barrel of ginger wine the old lady 
had set by to work; and he wrapped the spigot round with a piece of a letter 
taken out of his pocket, as may be supposed ; and this piece of letter was found 
afterwards ; there were only these letters on the outside, ’-ns, Esq., -arford, 
-egworth’, which someone has ingeniously made out to mean Barford, near 
Kegworth. Mrs. Gaskell says he was hanged for his crime at Derby in 1775. 


Mr. William Parker was well known in those days as one of the best and 
most fearless riders for many miles round his residence in the Counties of 
Gloucester and Somerset. Once when he was riding to hounds on the 
Somersetshire side of the River Avon, in the neighbourhood of King’s Weston 
and Long Ashton, Reynard, in his attempt to escape from his pursuers, took to 
the water at Rownham Ferry, and crossed to the Gloucestershire side of the 
River ; the Huntsmen in hot pursuit rode to the Ferry Boat in order to cross and 
keep with the hounds. William Parker’s horse which by the way was called 
‘“ Whalebone Jack,” jumped into the boat rather too quickly, and with so 
much impetus that he could not stop there, and was consequently obliged to 
jump out again into the river on the opposite side. William Parker was not in 
the least disconcerted by this occurrence but made his horse swim with him to 
the opposite shore. On another occasion William Parker was out with the hounds 
on the top of Lansdowne above Upton Cheyney ; when his horse bolted and 
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ran away with him. The horse cleared the boundary wall at the top coming 
down into the field called ‘‘ Conegre,” or by its more modern name ‘‘Congrove.” 
There is a drop of several feet on the lower side in addition to the height of the 
wall as the ground slopes away rapidly from the wall. The horse with William 
Parker seated in the saddle still continued his mad career down across this 
field of thirty acres in extent, the greater portion of which field is very 
precipitous, the elevation of the top being something like 300 feet higher than 
the bottom. The horse and rider did not stop until they reached the bottom 
which is called ‘ Pipley Bottom.” The horse was so terribly strained by this 
exploit of his that he had to be killed, but William Parker experienced no 
inconvenience whatever. These anecdotes have often been related to myself 
and others by my Aunt Ccelia Parker, my Father’s Sister. 


NOTE.—I have ascertained that the foregoing statement of Mrs. Gaskell 
that Higgins was hanged at Derby, in 1775, is inaccurate. No trace of a man 
named Higgins having been executed there can be found amongst the records of 
her Majesty’s Prison at Derby. No execution took place there between 1772 
and 1776. Moreover it has always been the custom that murderers should be 
hanged in the locality of their crime. If he shot a man on Hounslow Heath 
he would doubtless have been hanged at Tyburn. If the murder occurred at 
Bath he would either have been executed in Somersetshire or at Gloucester. 
There would have been no reason for taking him to Derby. 


From a copy of a Letter written by my Grandfather Benjamin Milward 
(which I have discovered amongst the Milward Documents) it would seem that 
this man Higgins had attempted to replenish his exchequer by endeavouring 
to get possession of prize money which would have been payable to certain men 
engaged in the Royal Navy Ships at that date. My Grandfather Milward 
would of course very probably have made the acquaintance of Higgins as his 
practice as Attorney at Law whilst residing at Keynsham brought him into 
contact with the inhabitants of the country for many miles round. From the 
remark in the letter evidently some of the seamen were dead, and the question 
naturally arises in my mind—how much of the facts in connection with their 
deaths did friend Higgins know? perhaps more than anybody else. 


The following is a copy of the Letter :-—

Windsor, Richard Griffin, and Thomas Clark, youve omitted naming who their 
Commander was (If Drake) its very uncertain when they or their representatives 
will be able to get or to have got their respective rights, syd. Fleet being out. 
Contra, If not we shall soon be able to get it as the Gardeloop, Grafton and

Britannia are now paying off, and Defence for 80 and 81. Rodney Comr. now 
paying off at Plymouth. From your Epistle I] understand Benjamin Windsor, 
Richard Griffin, and Thomas Clark are gone to their last home, for wh. reason 
beg leave to observe 10 you yt. before I can even learn out wt. wages are due to 
them you must send me a certificate signed by the Minister and Church- 
wardens and Overseers to ye following effect. 


We hereby certify yt- Richard Griffin is the father and next-of-Kia of 
Benjamin Windsor (or as ye case may be) late a sailor who is supposed to 
have been killed on Board his Majesty’s Ship the Defence.

William Parker and Cecilia Perrott had issue as follows— 


IX. 53. 1 Joseph Parkel,—(The head of the Senior Branch from this date) aor at 
Upton Cheyney, 31 January, 1770. ‘“‘ February 26, 1770, Joseph son of William 
and Cecalia Parker, Gent., baptisey.” (Bitton Register.) In the Will of his 
Grandfather Joseph Parker, dated 26th December, 1777, He is described as 
‘My Grandson Joseph Parker, the first son of the body of my said son William 
Parker.’’ Upon the death of his Father he lived with his Cousins Mr. Richard 
and Mr. Edward Parker, the sons of Richard Parker and Mary Hipsley, 
Solicitors, in Bristol, in which city he received his education. When he 
attained his majority he took possession of the estate at Upton Cheyney. 
He was married 11th February, 1795, in the Parish Church, Bedminster, 
Somerset. ‘‘ Joseph Parker and Martha Bush were mattiey in the Parish Church 
of Bedminster, in the County of Somerset, the eleventh day of February, in the 
year one thousand seven hundred and ninety-five, as appears by the Register of 
the said Parish.” ‘‘ Benj: Spry, Vicar.” His marriage settlement is dated 
gth February, 1795, in which he is described as—‘ Joseph Parker, of the City 
of Bristol, Gentleman, eldest son and heir of William Parker, late of Upton 
Cheyney, otherwise Chenew, in the parish of Bitton, in the County of 
Gloucester, Gentleman, deceased, and also grandson and heir of pe Parker, 
late of the same place, Gentleman, deceased.”” (Memoranda in the handwriting 
of Joseph Parker himself.) ‘‘ 28th April, 1797, my commission in the Bristol 
Volunteers as Ensign by the Earl of Berkeley.” ‘17 August, 1803, Deputy- 
Lieutenant of County Gloucester by Earl Berkeley.” ‘‘ January 3, 1816, 
Magistrate for County Gloucester by Duke of Beaufort ; and acted with sixteen 
of the then named up to 1835, when from illness was sent to Penzance in 
Cornwall.” ‘1817, served by pay® the fine of twenty Gns. as Chairman of 
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Glore. Society.” ‘‘ These (Copies of Registers of the baptisms of his wife and 
his own marriage) were procured to take up my freedom in the City of Bristol ;. 
by right of my marrying a Freeman’s daughter.” (‘‘J.P.”) He died at Mount 
Radford, St. Leonard’s Parish, Exeter, Devon, 29 December, 1860, aged go. 
Buried in St. Leonard’s Churchyard on the South side of the Church, 5 January, 
1861. (St. Leonard’s Register). His grave is enclosed with iron railings and 
covered with a large granite slab upon which is the following inscription to his 
memory. ‘Also of Joseph Parker, Esquire, a deputy Lieutenant for the 
Counties of Gloucester and Bristol, and a Magistrate of Gloucestershire, who 
died in this parish 2gth December, 1860, aged go.” There is also a similar 
inscription on a white marble Tablet on the north wall in Bitton Church. His 
Will is dated 6 December, 1855, and proved in the District Registry, 
Exeter, 19 February, 1861, by his son and heir Joseph Parker, of Upton House. 
He is described in his Will as—‘‘ Me Joseph Parker, of Upton Cheyney, in the 
parish of Bitton, in the County of Gloucester, but now residing at Mount 
Radford, in the parish of St. Leonard’s, in the County of Devon, Esquire.” 
He mentions—‘‘ And Martha my deceased wife.” ‘‘ And Joseph Parker, the 
younger, my eldest son by my said wife Martha Parker.” ‘‘ My daughters 
Cecelia Parker and Ann Parker.” ‘‘ Unto my son George Parker.” ‘My 
daughter Frances Parker.” ‘I appoint the said Joseph Cooke Hurle, and 
Joseph Parker, executors of this my Will.” He married Martha Bush, youngest 
daughter of George Bush of the Clift House, Bedminster, Somerset, West 
India Merchant, and Mary Bright his wife. She was born 8 April, 1768. 
Baptized in the Parish Church of St. Thomas, in the City of Bristol, 3 May, 1768. 
(Register.) She died at Mount Radford, St. Leonard’s, Exeter, 22 June, 1843, 
aged 74. She was butiey in the same grave as her husband 28 June. The 
following inscription is upon the same stone as her husband’s over the grave, 
‘* Sacred to the Memory of Martha, wife of Joseph Parker, Esquire, of Upton 
Cheyney, in the County of Gloucestershire, who died in this parish 22nd June, 
1843, aged 75.” 


NOTE.—It will be seen from the date of her birth and baptism that Martha 
Parker was 75 years of age as stated in the inscription on the Tomb Stone in 
St. Leonard’s Churchyard, Exeter; although the certificate of Death and 
register of Burial both return herage as 74. There is also a similar inscription 
on the same tablet as her husband’s in Bitton Church. Refer to the Bush 
Pedigree.

2 William Jason Parker—The head of the Junior Branch from this date; the 
present male representatives of which are chiefly settled in different parts of 
London. He was born at Upton Cheyney, Bitton, Gloucester, 9 March, 1771, and 
son of William and Cecelia Parker. ‘‘ August 21st, 1772, William Jason (aged 
I year and 5 months) son of William and Cecelia Parker baptisey.” (Bitton 
Register.) In the Will of his Grandfather, dated 26th December, 1777, he is. . 
described as—‘‘ My grandson William Parker.” He died at Walton-in-Gordano, 
Somerset, 20 May, 1855, and buried in the Churchyard of that parish. The 
grave is situated about 5 yards south of the S.E. corner of the Chancel wall. On 
the headstone is the following inscription—‘‘ In memory of William Jason 
Parker, who died May 19, 1855, aged 84 years.” He was buried in the Parish 
Churchyard of Walton-in-Gordano, in the County of Somerset, 25 May, 1855,. 
aged 84. (Parish Register.) The following extracts are taken from a Will 
made by him, dated 20 October, 1818. ‘‘ William Jason Parker, of the City of 


Bristol, and of Walton in the County of Somerset, Esquire.” ‘‘ My dear 
Wife, Eleanor Parker.” ‘‘ My son Edward.” ‘My children, William Bush 
Parker, Richard Parker, Eleanor Bush Parker, and Robert Parker.” ‘I 


appoint my said Wife, and the said Thomas Hale, and William Hale, executrix 
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and executors.” In another Will dated 7 January, 1843, he mentions—‘‘ The 
Reverend William Hale of Weston, near the City of Bath, Clerk.” ‘And my 
nephews Joseph Parker, the younger, late of Upton Cheney, in the County of 
Gloucester, Esquire.” ‘‘ My son William Bush Parker upon trust and for all 
and every. the child and children of my late son Richard, deceased.” ‘‘ Upon 
trust for my daughter Eleanor Bush, the wife of Thomas Pexton Peterson.” 
“My son Robert.” In a Codicil made 28th February, 1848, he mentions— 
** Sarah Comily Parker, the wife of my said son William Bush Parker,” In his 
last Will dated 21 February, 1855, he mentions, “‘ My son Edward.” ‘‘ My 
daughter Eleanor Bush Peterson.” ‘‘ Unto the Widow of my late deceased 
son Richard.” ‘‘ My said late Wife.” ‘My son Robert.” ‘I appoint my 
said son Edward, and daughter Eleanor Bush Peterson, and Charles Bush, son 
of Robert Bush, late of Tracy Park, executors and executrix of my last Will and 
testament.” In another Will dated 29 December, 1827, is the following—‘ To the 
use of my said son, Edward Parker, and Joseph Peterson, of Allen, in the 
County of Gloucester, Gentlemen, the trustees named in the settlement made. 
on the marriage of my daughter Eleanor Bush Parker with Thomas Pexton 
Peterson, Esquire.” Information from his grand-daughter Eleanor Mary 
Parker, the daughter of the Reverend Edward Parker, both deceased. ‘‘ My 
grandfather William Jason Parker was born 9 March 1771, at Upton Cheyney. 
Married at Doynton, 1796, to Eleanor Bush. Died 20th May, 1855. 
Buried at Walton-in-Gordano, Somerset.”  ‘‘ William Jason Parker, of the 
parish of St. David, in the City of Bristol, Gentleman, and Eleanor Bush, of 
the parish of Doynton, Spinster, were mariey in this Parish Church by Licence 
this twelveth day of November, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-six by me, Peter Gunning, Rector.” (Parish Register 
Doynton, Gloucestershire.) Inscription from the stone slab above the Family 
Vault in Bitton Churchyard, enclosed by iron railings. ‘‘ In memory of W, Jason 
Parker, of Beach House, Gentleman, who died in May, 1855, aged 83 years.” 
His Will was proved in the principal Probate Registry, London, 30 June, 1855, 
by the Rev. Edward Parker, Clerk, the son; Eleanor Bush Peterson, widow,. 
the daughter, and Charles Adams Bush (In the Will written Charles Bush), 
Esquire, son of Robert Bush, the Executors. He married Eleanor Bush, the 
daughter of Robert Bush, of Tracy Park, in the parish of Doynton, Gloucester- 
shire. (Information from Eleanor Mary Parker) ‘‘ My Grandmother Eleanor 
(Bush) was bom 2 July, 1771, at Tracy Park. Died 31 December, 1854, and 
buried at Bitton, Gloucestershire.” (Monumental Inscription in Bitton Church- 
yard) ‘‘ Also of Eleanor his wife, who died in December, 1854, aged 82 years.” 
Her Father in his Will dated 2 May, 1798, mentions—‘‘ My daughter Eleanor, 
the wife of William Jason Parker.” ‘‘ My daughter Martha, wife of Thomas Hale, 
of the City of Bristol, Merchant.” Eleanor Bush Parker died at Pritchard 
Street, Bristol, and buriey at Bitton in the Family Vault in the Churchyard, 
5 January, 1855. (Bitton Register.) 


Their issue follows commencing No. 97. 


3 Edward Parker, third son of William and Cecelia Parker.—‘t And Edward, 
sons of William and Cecalia Parker, baptiz¥ 21 August, 1772.” (Bitton 
Register.) Mentioned in his Grandfather's Will, dated 26 December, 1777, as— 
“My grandson Edward Parker until he shall attain his age of 21 years.” In an 
Indenture dated 11 August, 1814, he is described as—‘‘ Edward Parker of the 
Tything of Shirehampton, in the parish of Westbury-on-Trym, in the County of 
Gloucester aforesaid, Gentleman.” He died at Shirehampton and was buried 
there 17 June, 1816, aged 43.” (Shirehampton Burial Register). He married 
Mary Wellington, of Shirehampton, in the parish of Westbury-on-Trym. She 
died at Shirehampton and was butiey there 5 May, 1818, aged 42. (Shirehamp- 
ton Burial Register.) Her Will dated 24 March and proved in the Bristol 
District Registry, 8 December, 1818. The following extracts are taken from it— 
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“‘T Ann Parker, of Shirehampton, in the parish of Westbury-on-Trym, in the 
County of Gloucester, Widow.” ‘My brother Stephen Wellington.” ‘“ The 
Trustees of James Wellington, deceased.” ‘‘ My nephew Stephen Wellington 
during his minority.” ‘My three nieces, Susannah Copp, Mary Wellington, 
and Ann Wellington (daughters of my deceased brother, James Wellington), 


and my sister Ann Parsley, wife of William Parsley, of Bristol.” ‘I give to 
Mrs. (Stephen) Wellington my Gold Ring set with Pearls.” ‘I give to her 
daughter Harriett.” ‘I give to her daughter Elizabeth.” ‘‘I hereby appoint 


the said Joseph Langley sole executor of this my Will.” (Signed) ‘‘ Mary 
Parker.” On the 8 December, 1818, Joseph Langley made affidavit that he well 
knew the said Textatrix for several years, and that her description at the 
commencement of the Will as ANN ParkKER was a mistake her real name being 
Mary PARKER. 


They had no issue. 


4 Cecilia Parker—‘‘18 August, 1775, Cecilia, daughter of William and Cecilia 
Parker aaptizev.”” (Bitton Register.) A younger child of William Parker and Ceecilia 
Perrott, died in infancy. ‘20 August 1776, Cecilia Parker a$uriev.”” (Bitton 
Register.) Extract from an Indenture dated 11 August, 1814—‘' And by the 
decease of the only younger child of the said William Parker who died in 
infancy.” 


Joseph Parker and Martha Bush had issue as follows— 


1 Edward Parker—(From Family Records.) ‘‘ Edward Parker born ist January, 
1796.” ‘Died at Upton House g March, 1810.” ‘‘ Edward and Mary the two 
eldest children were baptize at St. Mary’s Redcliff Church, in Bristol, the 30 
August, 1797.” (Note Bitton Register, 4 March, 1803.) ‘* March 13, 1810, 
Edward Parker buriey.”” (Bitton Register.) Buried in the large vault in Bitton 
Church. 


2 Mary Parker—(Memorandum from Family Records) ‘‘ Mary Parker born 
19 March, 1797.” ‘* Edward and Mary, the two eldest children, were baptized at 
St. Mary’s Redcliff Church, in Bristol, the 30th August, 1797.” (Note Bitton 
Register.) She married in Bitton Church John Hurle, 13 June, 1815. He was 
born at Clifton, 26 July, 1786. She died at her residence, King’s Parade House, 
Clifton, Bristol, 27th September, 1885. She was buried in the large vault 
belonging to her husband’s family in the Parish Churchyard, Brislington, 
Somerset, 3rd October, 1885. Her Will is dated 28th May, 1862; Codicil 
dated 13th May, 1885. Probate granted 11 December, 1885, in the Principal 
Registry, London, to her nephews, Joseph Cooke Hurle, Esquire, and the 
Reverend Charles Joseph Parker, Clerk, the executors. The following extracts 
are taken from the same—‘‘ Of me, Mary Hurle, of King’s Parade House, in the 
parish of Clifton, in the City and County of Bristol, Widow.” ‘‘ Charles Joseph 
Parker, son of my brother Joseph Parker.” ‘‘ My late husband, John Hurle, 
Esquire, deceased.” ‘‘ My sisters, Ccelia and Ann Parker.” ‘ My brother 
George Parker.” ‘‘My sister Frances.” ‘All my nephews and _ nieces.” 
‘‘Mr. Richard Parker’ (the old Gentleman who practiced asa Solicitor in Bristol 
and died in 1814, being her Godfather). The following extract is taken from 
Bitton Register—‘ John Hurle, Junr., of All Saints, in the City and Diocese of 
Bristol, Batchelor, and Mary Parker of this parish, Spinster and Gentlewoman, 
were mattiey in this Church by Licence this 13 day of June, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and fifteen. In the presence of poe. Parker, Coelia 
Parker, Wm. L. Clarke, Elizabeth Hurle.” He was a merchant and resided at 
King’s Parade House, Clifton, Bristol. His marriage settlement is dated g June, 
1815. The following is an inscription to his memory on a white marble tablet 
on the south wall just outside the Communion Rails in Brislington Church—

‘My nephew Joseph Cooke, of the parish of Brislington, 
in the said County of Somerset.” ‘‘ My nephew John Hurle Cooke, brother of 
the said Joseph Cooke.” ‘‘ Children of my six nieces now living.” ‘‘ Daughters 
of my late sister Susannah Cooke, Widow.” ‘Children of my late niece Susan 
Cox, now deceased, and who was also daughter of my said late sister.” ‘ The 
Children of my niece Elizabeth Hurle Clark, wife of Charles Stewart Clark, 
Gentleman (late Elizabeth Hurle Shore, Spinster, daughter of my sister Mary 
Ann Shore, widow.)” ‘‘ My sister Elizabeth Hurle.” ‘Joseph Parker, of 
Exeter, Esquire.” ‘‘ Joseph Parker, Jun., Esquire.” 


They had no issue. 


3 Martha Parker.—(From the Family Records) ‘‘ Martha Parker born g March, 
1798. Died 17 February, 1810, whilst at School at Hallatrow. She was 
buried in the Family Vault by Mr. Curtis 21 February, 1810, No FEZ REQUIRED.” 
From a note in Bitton Register is the following—‘‘4 March 1803, Martha, 
Ceelia, Ann, daughters of Joseph Parker, Esquire, of Upton, and Martha his 
wife were received into the Church this day. Martha above mentioned was 
privately baptisey in the parish of Redcliff, in April, 1798, and the names of these 
three children were entered in the Register of St. Mary’s, Redcliff.” ‘* February 
21 1810, Martha Parker buriey.”” (Bitton Register.) 


60-4 Celia Parker.—(From Family Records) ‘‘ Coelia Parker bom 31 May 1799, at 
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Upton House, Upton Cheyney, Bitton, admitted into the Church 4 March 
1803.” (See Note Bitton Register to baptism of Martha) “‘ July 25 1799, Cecelia, 
ye daughter of Joseph and Martha Parker, baptisev, aged 6 weeks.” (Bitton 
Register.) She died at Dawlish, South Devon, 2 June, 1883, aged 84 years, 
and was buried in Bitton Church-yard on the north side of the Church, near the 
Hollister Family Vault, 8 June, 1883. There is an Inscription on a Memorial 
Cross at the head of her grave—‘‘ 8 June 1883, Coelia Parker, of Dawlish, aged 
84 years butiey.” (Bitton Register). Her Will is dated 21 December, 1881, 
Probate granted 17 August, 1883, in the District Registry, Exeter, Devon, to 
Henry Sidney Wasbrough and the Reverend Charles Joseph Parker, Clerk, her 
nephew, the executors. The following extracts are taken from the same—‘‘ Of 
me, Coelia Parker, of No. 2, West Clift, in the parish of Dawlish, in the County 
of Devon, Spinster.” ‘My niece, Eliza Rosewell Parker, daughter of my late 
brother Joseph Parker, deceased.” ‘My brother George Parker for his life.” 
‘““My nephew George Francis Parker.” ‘And my niece Maria Martha 
Inkersole, the son and daughter of my said brother George Parker.” ‘* My 
three nephews, Charles Joseph Parker, Edward Milward Seede Parker, and 
Henry Perrott Parker.” ‘I appoint Henry Sidney Wasborough, of the City of 
Bristol, in the County of Gloucester, Solicitor, and the Reverend Charles 
Joseph Parker, of Upton Cheyney, in the parish of Bitton, in the County of 
Gloucester, and of Apsley House, in the City and County of Gloucester, Clerk 
in Holy Orders, to be the executors and trustees of this my last Will and 
testament.” She died unmanvied. 


5 Ann Parker—{From Family Records.) ‘Ann Parker bom 19 June 1801. 
Died 1 August 1862.” ‘‘February 13 1802, Ann daughter of Joseph and Martha 
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Parker baptisey.”” (Bitton Register also note 4 March, 1803) ‘aSuriey in St. 
Leonard’s Church-yard, Exeter, Devon, in the same grave with her father and 
mother on g August 1862, aged 61.” The following inscription is on the slab 
over the grave—‘ Also to the memory of Ann, daughter of Joseph and Martha 
Parker, who died at Budleigh Salterton, 1st August, 1862, aged 61.” She died 
unmarried, 


6 Elizabeth Parker—(From Family Records) “ Elizabeth Parker born 3 July 
1803. Died at Upton unmartiey 30 July 1827. Buried by the Reverend Mr. 
Ellacombe No FEE REQUIRED.” ‘ July 16 1803, Elizabeth, daughter of Joseph 
Parker, of Upton, Esquire, and Martha his wife was baptisey.” (Bitton 
Register.) ‘August 3 1827, Elizabeth Parker, of Upton, aged 24 years 
butiex.” (Bitton Register.) 


7 Jane Parker.—(From Family Records) ‘‘ Jane Parker bor August 1804, died 
an infant. Jane Parker was buried in the Family Vault in Bitton Church, 
4 September 1804.” ‘‘ August 26 1804, Jane, daughter of Joseph Parker, 
Esquire, and Martha his wife baptize. September 4 1804, Jane Parker buricy.” 
(Bitton Register. ) 


8 Joseph Parker,—(From Family Records.)—‘‘ Joseph Parker born 22 September 
1805, at Upton House, Bitton.” ‘ Joseph Parker born September 22 1805, 
was baptized.” (Bitton Register,) February 10, 1812. He was married in St. 
David’s Church, Exeter, Devon, 15 June, 1842. His marriage settlement is dated 
7 June, 1842. Certified extract from the Register of Marriages solemnized in the 
Parish Church of St. David, in the County of the City of Exeter, 1842. ‘“‘ No. 146.

Married in the Parish Church, according to the Rites and Ceremonies of 
the Established Church, by Licence by me, CHarLes Wortny, Curate.” He 
died at his residence, Upton House, Upton Cheyney Manor, Bitton, on 
Thursday, 4 March, 1880, at g o’clock in the Evening. He was buried 12 
March, 1880, in one of the Family Vaults in the aisle in Bitton Church 
immediately outside the Family seats, a few feet west of the Chancel Arch. 
“March 12 1880, Joseph Parker, of Upton, aged 74 years buriev.” (Bitton 
Register.) His Will is dated 15 December, 1871, Probate was granted 6 May, 
1880, in the Bristol District Registry, to the Rev. Charles Joseph Parker, Clerk, 
his son and heir, the sole executor. The following extracts are taken from. the 
same—‘ Me, Joseph Parker, of Upton Cheyney, in the parish of Bitton, in the 
County of Gloucester, Esquire.” ‘‘ My wife, Louisa Jane Parker.” ‘‘ Her late

Small Masters and Frances Louisa Rogers.’’ ‘‘ My sister Mary Hurle, the 
widow of John Hurle.” ‘‘ My sister Coelia Parker.” ‘‘ My sister Frances 
Parker.” ‘‘My brother George Parker.” ‘‘My nephew George Francis 
Parker.” ‘‘My niece Maria Martha Inkersole.” ‘My three sons, Charles 
Joseph Parker, Edward Milward Seede Parker, and Henry Perrott Parker, and 
my daughter Eliza Rosewell Parker.” ‘I hereby appoint my son Charles 
Joseph Parker executor of this my Will.” His Widow and Children erected a 
Coloured Window to his memory in the North wall in Bitton Church, close to 
the Family seat. On a brass plate fixed on the sill of this window which is the 
first on the west of the Chancel Arch is the following inscription—‘‘ To the 
Glory of God and in loving memory of Joseph Parker, son of Joseph and 
Martha Parker, of Upton Cheyney, Died 4th March, 1880, aged 74 years. 
This Window is erected by his Widow and Family.” He married Louisa Jane 
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Milward, only daughter and heir-at-law of her Father, Benjamin Milward, of 
Keynsham, Somerset, Esquire, and of her brother Alfred Milward, of Keynsham, 
Esquire. Ffom Milward Family Bible—‘‘ On Friday, 26th November 1824, 
at 5 minutés past 10 o’clock at night, Mrs. Milward gave bitth to a daughter 
which is intended to be named Louisa Jane.” ‘‘ Louisa Jane was privately 
baptisesy by the Rev. Mr. Cocking, April gth, 1825.” ‘‘June 2 1825, My son 
Alfred and my daughter Louisa Jane were cbristene¥ in Keynsham Church ”»— 
“Captain Swinburne, and his wife, and Miss Frances Rogers, answered as 
Godfather and Godmothers for Louisa Jane.” Her Father Benjamin Milward 
served his Articles for a term of five years as Clerk to James White of Shepton 
Mallet, Somerset, Attorney. The Articles of Agreement being executed 24 
January, 1778. The Fiat from Lord Mansfield directing Benjamin Milward 
to be enrolled an Attorney of his Majesty’s Court of King’s Bench, dated 28 
une, 1783. Certificate of admission as an Attorney of the said Court 
efore the King himself at Westminster dated 30 June, 1783. Certificate 
of his admission as a Solicitor of the High Court of Chancery dated 14 
realy 1785. Certificate of his admission as a Solicitor of the Court of 

xchequer 23 January, 1789. Warrant assigning to him the Office of a 
Commissioner to take affidavits within the Counties Somerset, Dorset, Devon, 
Gloucester and Wilts., our Cities of Bristol, Exeter, and Gloucester, and Town 
of Poole, and Counties of the same City and Towns, dated 4 May, 1785, ‘‘ Con- 
cerning any cause or matter or thing depending, or in any way concerning any 
process in our Court of Common Pleas.” His enrolment as Master extraordinary 
in Chancery 6 March, 1792. He married for his second wife Priscilla Rogers, the 
daughter of Samuel Rogers of Bristol, and Eleanor Palmer his wife. Louisa 
ane Parker died at her residence, Milward House, Keynsham, 9 October, 1887. 

he was butied 14th October, 1887 (Bitton Register) in the Vault on the north 
side of Bitton Church, which is now in the hands of the Parker Family, and 
which formerly belonged to the Family of Hollister of Upton Cheyney. An

She was butied in the 
same grave with her sister Coelia in Bitton Churchyard on Friday, 13 April, 
1894. Her Will is dated 3 December, 1889. Probate granted in the Bristol 
District Registry, 15 January, 1895, to the Reverend Canon Charles Joseph 
Parker, and Edward Milward Seede Parker, her nephews and executors. The 
following extracts are taken from the same—‘‘ Me, Frances Parker, now residing 
at No. 45, Royal York Cresent, Clifton, in the City and County of Bristol, 
Spinster.”

soseph Parker and Louisa Jane Milward had issue as follows—

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Mr. Ellacombe, by the name of Lucy Milward.” ‘ Dear Lucy died at Exeter, 
12 March 1844, and was butied in St. Leonard’s Churchyard in the same grave 
with her grandfather and grandmother, 18 March.” On the slab over the grave 
is the following inscription—‘‘ Also to the memory of Lucy Milward, daughter 
of Joseph Parker, Junr., Esquire, who died in this parish 13 March, 1844, aged 
11 months.” Her birth was registered in the district of Lansdown, parish of 
Walcot, Somerset. (Bitton Register.) 


2 Charles Joseph Parker—(From Milward Family Bible) “Charles Joseph 
Parker, eldest son and heir, born at Upton House, Friday. July 5th, 1844, at 
7 in the morning. Christened August 20, Sponsors Jos. Parker, Senr., Mr. 
Hurle and the Reverend Edward Parker.” ‘‘ August 20, 1844, Charles Joseph 
son of Joseph and Louisa Jane Parker, of Upton Cheyney, Gentleman baptised. 
Born 5 July, registered in the Bitton District of Keynsham Union, July 20.” 
(Bitton Register.) He was marie at S.S. Peter’s and Paul’s Church, Wisbech, 
Cambridgeshire, 2 August, 1870. His marriage Settlement is dated 1st August, 
1870. He matriculated at Trinity College, Cambridge, during the latter part 
of the year 1863. He took his degree as Batchelor of Arts March, 1867. 
Master of Arts 5 May, 1870. He took Deacon’s Orders 8 March 1868. Priest’s 
Orders 23 May, 1869. He has filled the following appointments—Curate of 
Wisbech, Cambridgeshire, 8 March, 1868. Curate of St. Andrew’s, Watford, 


. Hertfordshire, 27 January, 1871. Vice-Principal of Gloucester Theological 


College, 25 March, 1873. Curate of St. Mark’s Church, in the City of 
Gloucester, 19 April, 1873. Curate of Grantham, Lincolnshire, 16 October, 
1874. He preached his last sermon at Grantham on 12 March, 1876. Returned 
to Gloucester 18th March. Appointed Curate of St. Mary-de-Crypt, Gloucester, 
19 July, 1876. He retained his position as Vice-Principal of the Theological College 
up to the 8th December, 1887; and on that day he was publicly appointed by the 
Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol as the Principal of the said College. He then 
resigned the Curacy of St. Mary-de-Crypt. Appointed Curate of Sandhurst in the 
County of Gloucester, g November, 1877. Curate of Standish and Hardwicke, 
Co. Gloucester, 11 June, 1881. Rector of the Parish of St. Aldate, in the City 
of Gloucester, 21 January, 1884. He resigned this Rectory early in 1888. He 
was appointed Examining Chaplain to Dr. Ellicott, the Bishop of Gloucester 
and Bristol, in September, 1880, which appointment he still holds (1898). He 
was appointed Honorary Canon of Gloucester Cathedral, 18 April, 1884. In 
1868, he obtained the second Prize in the Competition for the University Prize 
open to the Graduates of the University of Cambridge; The prize money being 
a bequest of Archdeacon Burney. The subject of the essay was—‘ The 
Argument for the existence of an intelligent first cause.” The first prize 100 
pounds was taken by George Gilbert Scott, eldest son of Sir George Gilbert 
Scott, R.A. The second prize was 70 pounds. In the end of the year 1896, 
Canon Parker resigned the Principal-ship of the Gloucester Theological College 
in view of the approaching division of the Diocese of Gloucester and Bristol 
into two separate Dioceses. Consequently he removed from his residence, 


- Cathedral House, Gloucester, and returned to the Family Estate, Upton House, 


Upton Cheyney, Bitton. His Family slept at Upton for the first occasion on 23rd 
December, 1896. Having removed from what would be ultimately the Diovese 
of Gloucester into the future Diocese of Bristol, he resigned his position as 
Honorary Canon of Gloucester Cathedral, and was inducted to the Honorary 
Canonry in the Cathedral of Bristol, by the Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol 
on Thursday, 17th June, 1897, this Canonry being rendered vacant by the 
resignation of the Reverend R. S. Nash. The document executed by Dr. 
Ellicott, the Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol, conferring upon him the Office 
of Honorary Canon in Bristol Cathedral is dated 12 June, 1897. Previous to 
to this he had accepted from the Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol the appoint- 
ment of Diocesan Inspector of Schools for the Arch-Deaconry of Bristol which 
he still holds (1898). He and his Family now reside at Upton House, Upton 
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Cheyney Manor. He marie Susanna Scott, second daughter of the Rey. John 
Scott, Honorary Canon of Ely Cathedral and Vicar of Wisbech, Cambridge- 
shire, and Charlotte Ann his wife, only child and heiress of Avison Terry of 
Newland, near Hull, and Charlotte Jarratt his wife. Susanna Scott was bom 
5 March, 1846. aptiet in the Parish Church, Newland, near Hull, April 1846. 
Her Father, John Scott was the second son of the Reyd. Thomas Scott, 
Incumbent of Gawcott, Bucks, and latterly Rector of Wappenham, North 
Hants, and Euphemia his wife. He was the second son of the Revd. Thomas 
Scott, Rector of Aston Sandford, Bucks, the Commentator. Sir George 
Gilbert Scott, Knt., R.A., was her Father’s brother. 


Charles Joseph Parker and Susanna Scott had issue as follows—

(4) Charlotte Euphemia Parker was born at Apsley House in the parish of St.

4 Eliza Rosewell Parker.—a3orn at Upton House, Upton Cheyney, Bitton. 
“August 4, 1848, Louisa Parker gave birth to a daughter Friday morning 
between 7 and 8 who was Goristened at Clifton Church by the Revd. J. Nash, 
Curate, Friday, September 8, 1848; by the name of Eliza Rosewell. God- 
father, Alfred Milward. Godmothers, Louisa and Miss Ann Parker. My sister 
Fanny stood proxy for her. Mr. P. and myself attended.” (My Grandmother 
Priscilla Milward, E.M.S.P.) (Milward Bible). Eliza Rosewell Parker was 
mattiex by the Bishop of Calcutta, assisted by her brother, the Revd. Henry 
Perrott Parker, in the Old Church, Calcutta, 8 February, 1882. Her husband 
Charles Sumner Harington was the fourth son of the Revd. John Harington, of 
County of Wilts., and Ann Spencer Young, daughter of Admiral Young, his 
wife. He is descended from Benjamin Harington, of the Manor House, 
Corston, Somerset, and Elizabeth his second wife, daughter and co-heiress of 
Zachary Baylie, of Westbury, Wilts., and Abigail his wife. Benjamin Harington 
aforesaid was the eldest male surviving descendant of Sir John. Harington, 
Knight, of Kelston Park, Somerset. (See Harington Pedigree, Miscellanea 
Genealogica, et Heraldica by Howard, New Series 1884, Vol. 4, pages 
IQI-2-3-4, 275-6-7, 291-2-3-4-5.) He was @hristened Sumner after Bishop: 
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Sumner. He was born 10 December, 1833. He is an M.A. Oriel College, 
Oxford, and for some years he took Pupils in England and temporary charges for 
invalid Clergy. He was also incumbent of the Old Church, Calcutta, and 
lived at the Old Church Parsonage, Calcutta, with his wife. About the year 
1888 they returned to England on furlough. He then accepted the post 
(still under the Church Missionary Society) of resident Missionary at Mahé 
Seychelles Islands. From there he was removed in the year 1892 to Curepipe 
Mauritius, where they resided at the Parsonage until the Autumn 1898. He 
also officiated as Government Chaplain to the Troops stationed there. They 
then left Curepipe and returned to England arriving in London, 25th October, 
the same year. ‘‘ We left Mahé Seychelles, 17th July, 1892. We must have 
reached Mauritius about the 22nd, and went to Curepipe, I think, the following 
Tuesday, 26th July, 1892. We sailed from Mauritius (on their return to 
England) 29 September, 1898.” Their future residence will be Weston, near 
Bath, Somerset. 


88. 5 Henry Perrott Parker.—Was bom at Upton House, Upton Cheyney, Bitton. 
(From Milward Bible by Priscilla Milward) ‘‘ Henry Perrott Parker, born 
September 21 at 6 o’clock in the morning, 1852. @bristeney at Clifton Church, 
30 October; My poor Alfred there.” He matriculated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, 15 June, 1871. He took a second class in the Theological Tripos 
at Trinity College, Cambridge, Christmas, 1874. He took his B.A. Degree 
Saturday, 30 January, 1875. M.A. degree g May, 1878. He took Deacon’s 
orders in Exeter Cathedral, 12 March, 1876. He was appointed Curate of 
Holy Trinity Church, Exeter, 12 March, 1876. Ordained Priest in Exeter 
Cathedral in Lent, 1877. He left his Curacy of Holy Trinity, Exeter, 18 July, 
1878. On Tuesday, 2nd July, 1878, he attended the Church Missionary 
College, Islington, to receive the Valedictory dismissal of Missionaries prior 
to his leaving England for Calcutta, to take up the appointment of Secretary 
of the Calcutta Corresponding Council, North India. He also assisted in the 
ministration of the Pastoral Charge of the Old Church, Calcutta. Upon the 
death of the Revd. ........ Welland, he was appointed Chief Secretary 
of the Corresponding Committee, Calcutta. In the year 1885 he came to 
England for a few months and on Friday, 3rd November, in that year he 
returned to India. He also officiated as Chaplain to the Bishop of Calcutta. 
(Extract from the Church Missionary Gleaner, December, 1885) ‘‘ At his own 
request he has been released from the important duties of C.M.S. Sec. at 
Calcutta, in which office he has done valuable service, to devote himself to 
direct Evangelistic Work as a Missionary to the Aboriginal Gond People of 
Central India.” On the 18 October, 1886, in St. James’ Church, Paddington, 
he was consecrated the second Bishop of the Church of England of the Diocese 
of Eastern Equatorial Africa, and shortly after left England to reside there. He 
dicX unmarried at Wusambiro, near the Lake Victoria Nyanza, Central Africa, 26 
March, 1888; and was buriey there by Mr. Mackay, Mr. Ash, and his faithful 
servant boy Robert, who had also accompanied his predecessor Bishop Hannington 
to Uganda. His Will is dated 3rd July, 1878. Probate granted in the principal 
Registry, London, 5 September, 1888 ; to the Revd. Charles Joseph Parker his 
brother. In his Will he mentions—“ My sister Eliza Rosewell.’’ ‘‘ My brother 
the Revd. Charles Vg Parker.” Mr. H. M. Stanley, the African explorer 
informs me that after he emerged from the vast Forest in Central Africa, 
through which he had been making his way for so many months, he passed 
through Wusambiro, and stayed at the Mission House where my brother the 
Bishop had died five or six weeks previously. In order to enable him to read 
some document with greater ease Mr. Mackay handed him a pair of spectacles 
in a Morocco Case, which he then used and still has in his possession (1898) . 
These spectacles were presented to my brother the Bishop by myself and my 
wife on the 18 October, 1886, the day he was consecrated in London.

He was 
brother of Sir Francis Graham Moon, Bart, Alderman and Lord Mayor of 
London. She was bstn 29 January, 1845, in the parish of Shoreditch, 
Middlesex. aptisev in St. John’s Church, Hoxton, Middlesex. She died at 
Forest Hill, London, Kent, 21 September, and buried in the Churchyard of 
Christ Church, Forest Hill, 26 September, 1884.

He 
was of Queen’s College, Cambridge, S.C.L. He took Deacon’s Orders 2 June, 
1833. Priest’s Orders 19 January, 1834. He was presented to the Living of 
Stoke Gifford, Gloucestershire, by Henry Charles Duke of Beaufort, 12 June, 
1834, and inducted the same date. He read himself in on the 15 June, the 
same year. He was a staunch Protestant Clergyman, and was known by the 
name of the Protestant Parson of Stoke Gifford. He married Eleanor Mary 
Malbon. ‘‘ My Mother, Eleanor Mary Malbon, was the daughter of Micajah 
Malbon, Post Captain in the Royal Navy, and Governor of the French Prison, 
Stapleton, near Bristol, and Mary Money, of Southwick, in Hants., his wife.’ 
‘“‘ My Mother, Eleanor Mary Malbon was born at Southwick, Hants.,2 September, 
1800. She died 6 December, 1869, aged 69 years, and is buried in Weymouth 
Cemetery.” ‘Burial in the Parish of Melcombe-Regis, in the County of 
Dorset, in the year 1869.” ‘‘ Eleanor Maria (should be Mary) Parker of 
Wyke-Regis buried 10 December, aged 61.”

(Extract 
from an Indenture dated 23 June, 1792.) Thomas Pexton Peterson died 
17 April, 1852, aged 56 years. uriex in the Family Vault at Mangotsfield. 
From the monumental Inscription in Mangotsfield is the following—‘“ Sacred to 
the memory of Thomas Pexton Peterson, Esq., who died April 17, 1852, aged 
56 years.” His Mother Philippa Peterson married Robert Toghill for her
